GREETING: 


N the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you 

are directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of ‘the 

Town of Millbury, qualified to vote in elections, and in 

Town affairs, to meet at the Town Hall, in said Millbury, on 

Monday the seventeenth day of March, mstant: at nine o'clock 
in the forenoon, to act on the following articles, to wit :— 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside in said meeting. 


Art. 2. To choose all necessary Town Officers, for the year 
ensuing. 


Art. 3. To bring in their votes “Yes” or “No” in answer to 
the question “Shall licenses be granted for the sale of intox. 
icating liquors in this town? 


Art. 4. To hear the reports of the several Town Officers, and 
committees, and act thereon. 


Art. 5. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges and payment of debt for the year ensu- 
+ ing, and make appropriations of the same. 


Art. 6. To determine the time when all taxes shall be payable, 
and make regulations concerning the payment of the same. 


‘Art. 7. To raise and appropriate money for the care and im. 
provement of the Town Library. 


Art. 8. To raise and appropriate money for the care and im- 
provement of the Cemeteries. 
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Art. 9. To see if the Town will accept the list of names pre- 
pared by the Selectmen to be placed in the jury box, or take 
action relating to the same. 


Art. 10. To see what compensation the Town will allow mem- 
bers of the Fire Department for their services. 


Art. 11. To see if the Town will appropriate a sum of money 
to be placed at the disposal of the Selectmen, for use in 
prosecuting persons selling intoxicating liquors illegally. 


Art. 12. To see if the Town will authorize its Collector to use 
all means of collecting taxes, which ¢ a town treasurer, when 
appointed collector, may use. 


Art. 13. To see if the Town will authorize its Treasurer to 
borrow money for the use of the Town. 


Art. 14. To appropriate money to defray the expenses of a 
suitable observance of Memorial Day. 


Art. 15. To determine the manner of repairing the highways, 
townways and bridges the year ensuing. : 


Art. 16. To see if the Town will appropriate any money for 
the lighting of the streets. 


Art. 17. To see if the Town will appropriate any money totake 
care of the clocks on the meeting-houses in town. 


Art. 18. To see in what manner the Town will direct their 
town meetings to be warned. 


Art. 19.) To see if the Town will appropriate any money to 
_. keep the sidewalks in repair. 


Art. 20. To see if the Town will elect or provide for the ap- 
pointment of a Board of Health or take any action relative 
thereto. 


Art. 21. To see if the Town will adopt By-laws for directing 


and managing its prudential affairs, preserving the peace and. 


good order therein, and affix penalties for breaches of such by- 
laws, or take any action relative thereto. 


Art. 22. To see if the Town will, by its vote or otherwise, 
ask the Legislature to extend to women who are citizens 
the right to hold town.offices and to vote in Town affairs on 
the same terms as male citizens. 
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Art. 23. To see if the Town will vote to put two culverts in the 
roads near the school house in Park ‘Hill District. 


Art. 24. To see what action the Town will take in regard to 
improving Central Cemetery, by removing the Town Tomb 
and Hearse House, and grading and curbing a space on the 
South side of the Avenue leading to the old part of the cem- 

_etery, corresponding to that recently finished on the North © 
side. 


Art. 25. To see if the Town will reimburse M. P. Shahan for 
rent of tenants while they were confined in his houses on 
account of the small pox, and for damages to the premises 
in consequence of the same. 


Art. 26. To see if the Town will purchase a Hook and Ladder 
Truck for the use of the Fire Department, or take any action 
relating thereto. 


Art. 27. To raise and appropriate money to pay the expenses 
of the Committee on the Pollution of the Blackstone River 
by the Worcester Sewage, or take any action in regard to 
the matter. 


Art. 28. To see if the Town will cause arrangements to be 
made for giving fire alarms, 


Art. 29. To see if the Town will purchase a stone-crusher, for 
use in repairing the highways, and raise and appropriate 
money therefor. 


Art. 30. To see if the Town will accept of the town way as 
recently laid out by the selectmen, from a point on the north- 
erly line of Canal Street, near the carriage shop of the late 
Maynard Putnam, in a northeasterly direction to a point in 
the old County road from Millbury to Worcester, about 49 
rods southeasterly from the Franklin Howe house, and raise 
and appropriate money therefor. 


Art. 31. To see if the Town will instruct the Selectmen to lay 
out a town way, from a point near the Laverty house, so 
called, to a point near the residence of Cornelius Sullivan, 
on Sycamore Street, and to bring the matter before the Town 
for action at some future time. 


Art. 32. To see if the Town will instruct the Overseers of the 
Poor to obey the By-law of the Town regarding the care of 
truants, adopted by the town and approved by the Courts in 
1865, or take any action thereon. 
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Art. 33. To see if the Town will vote to choose the Janitor 
for the Town House in the same manner as the Tax Col- 
lector is now chosen, or take any action relating thereto. 


Art. 34. To see if the Town will pave the gutter on the west 
side of the street near the house of A. B. Lovell, and raise 
and appropriate money therefor. 


Art. 35. To see if the Town will instruct the Selectmen to 
connect the Reading Room by door way with Blanchard 
Hall. 


Art. 36. To see if the Town will repair the drain on West 
Street from near the house of C. F. Gale to the river, and 
raise and appropriate money therefor. 


Art. 37. To see if the Town will dig a well, for the use of the 
school, on Old Common, and raise and appropriate money 
therefor. 


Art. 38. To choose any Committee or Committees that may 
be thought necessary. 


Art. 39. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
employ counsel in any suit which may be brought against the 
Town. 


Art. 40. To see ifthe Town will authorize the School Com- 
mittee to employ a Superintendent of Schools, and will raise 
and appropriate money to pay such Superintendent.

The Fire Department has been called out during the year as 
follows : 

On the night of June 6, when the barn ol S. H. Redding was 
struck by lightning. 

On August 13, when the barn of Peter Dolan was also set on 
fire by lightning. 

On the morning of December 8, between four and five 
o’clock, A.m., when the Burling Mills were burned. 

On December 21, when an alarm was given from the house 
of John E. Harrington. The fire was put out before the 
engines arrived. 

In all these instances the Fire Companies were reasonably 
prompt in responding to the call, if we consider the imperfect 
means we have for giving the alarm, the distance to the Scene 


pe 


of the fire, and the hour of the call. The engines showed their 
ability to throw water in great quantity, and to carry it a long 
distance through the hose. 

The old engine companies, Numbers 3 and 4, have been dis- 
banded. Company No. 5, at Grassy Hill, has been reorganized 
and is held ready for service. 

Two new companies have been formed to have the care and 
management of the two new Fire Engines. They consist of 
twelve men each; organized hy the appointment of a Foreman, 
Engineer, assistant Engineer and Fireman to each company. 
The compensation voted them by the Board of Engineers for 
the present year is, for the Engineer, $50, the Assistant 
Engineer, $35, the Fireman, $25. The rest of the company to 
have each ten dollars and his poll tax remitted. 

Repairs are needed on Engine House at West Miilbury. 
The foundation is giving way, and the roof and floor need re- 
pairs. We recommend that $125 be appropriated for that 
purpose. 

We recommend that three or four platforms, suitable for the 
Fire Engines to stand on to draw water in case of fires, be 
erected on the banks of the river, at places to be selected by 
the Engineers, and that an eee not exceeding $600 
be made for that purpose. 

To pay the two steam engine companies for the coming year 
there will be needed $490. To pay the West Millbury 
Company, 35 men, $420, making a total of $910. . 

~The town is without ladders for fire purposes. We recom- 
mend that $100 be appropriated for that purpose.

REMARKS OF OVERSEERS. 


Tiere have been bills for the support of State poor, audited 
and allowed by the State Board of Charities and credited to 
the Town in the State Treasury, amounting to $164.42. 
Received from other towns for aid rendered their poor, and 
paid to the Town Treasurer, $145.75, making a total of $310.17. 
We have also paid old bills of 1882 out of our appropriation the 
past year, amounting to $314.26. Our expenses have been 
more than usual on account of sickness and deaths among the 
poor. There has been more produce raised on the farm than 
usual, notwithstanding the dry weather. Produce, Provisions, 
and Corn unsold, as per Inventory, $402.80. This is over 
and above the income, which is produce sold. We have en- 
gaged the services of the present Warden and Matron for an- 
other year, being satisfied with their serv:ces the past year. 
Everything about the premises indicates good care, especially 
in the house things are kept clean and the inmates are well 
provided with good, wholesome food, and are made to keep 
themselves clean, which is very essential to health. Most of 
the inmates are old and in feeble health, and require a good 
deal of care and attention. Some of them cannot help them- 
selves at all, four of them are over 82 years old and need 
special care.

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The librarian also reports an increasing use of the library 
by the teachers and scholars of our public schools for purposes 
of study, and that the works of reference contained in it have 
been more frequently consulted than heretofore. 

During the year there have been added by purchase 494 
volumes, classified as follows : nu 

Works of fiction, 70 vols. ; juvenile works, 56 vols. ; descrip- 
tions and travels, 26 vols.; poetical and dramatic works, 13 
vols.; educational and scientific works, 29 vols. ; literary and 
ces.hetic works, 23 vols.; miscellaneous works, 107 vols. ; 
agricultural and mechanical works, 14 vols. ; historical works, 
53 vols.; biographical works, 57 vols.; magazines, 46 vols. ; 
making the total number of volumes now belonging to the 
library and catalogue, 4,676. 


Section VII. of miscellaneous works embraces a valuable col- 
lection of public documents, both State and National, the former 
having been procured from the Secretary of State and includ- 
ing 92 vols of the annual reports of various Public offices and 
Institutions, covering the years from 1858 to 1883, and the 
latter having been furnished us by the Hon. W. W. Rice, our 
representative to Congress. While it is true that these Public 
Documents are not: in general demand by the reading public, 
still the trustees wish to call attertion to them as the best 
sources of correct information upon various topics affecting the 
social and political conditions of our people. 

The trustees are pleased.to report a constantly increasing 
number of volumes taken from the library, and that, as a rule, 
good care has been taken of the books by the readers ; during 
the year two volumes only have been lost and few fines have 
been imposed for damage done to the books. 


Many of the books, however, are showing signs of wear, and 
it is evident that year by year it will be necessary to replace 
volumes which are on the catalogue, and which have proved 
their popularity by being worn out. A casual examination of 
the library shelves shows that this remark applies mainly to 
Section I., fiction, and affords an indication of the popular taste 
in the matter of reading. However much the trustees might 
desire the fact to be otherwise, the evidence is that books of 
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the highest order of literature are least in demand, and they 
would hardly be justified in attempting to dictate what should, 
and what should not be read by those who furnish the common 
fund with which purchases are made. The most, perhaps, that 
can be demanded of them is that the best books of the various 
classes called for by the people shall be prgcured. This it has 
been the aim of the trustees to do, and they desire to acknow- 
ledge the valuable assistance rendered them by many lovers of 
good books who have from time to time furnished them lists 
from which to make selections. 

Our Library, to-day, has a well recognized place among the 
institutions of the Town; second only to our Public Schools in 
its educational tendency, and _ being justified at the public ex- 
pense only because of this tendency, it should be liberally 
provided for and managed in the interests of the whole people. 
But care must be taken lest the notion prevailithat Jit is in- 
tended to take the place of home libraries ; its true function in 
society is to supplement the private library and to encourage, | 
rather than discourage, the collection of books by individuals. 

And the trustees, by virtue of their office, venture to call the 
attention of the community to the only danger incident to the 
formation and maintenance of a well selected public library, 
namely,.that it may create an indisposition to form collections 
of books in the homes of the people, which shall be component 
parts of them and inseparably associated with them. 

For the ease with which the taste for reading may be gratified 
has with its blessings the evil common to all easily acquired 
good, which, being obtained without labor, we lightly esteem. 


«# * * A precious thing is all the more precious to us if it 
has been won by work or economy; and if public libraries were 
half as costly as public dinners, or books cost the tenth part of 
what bracelets do, even foolish men and women might some- 
times suspect that there was good in reading, as well as in 
munching and sparkling; whereas the very cheapness of litera- 
ture is making even wise people forget that if a book is worth 
reading it is worth buying. No book is worth anything that is 
not worth mwzch; nor is it serviceable, until it has been read 
and re-read, and loved and loved again; and marked, so you can

refer to the passages you want in it, as a soldier can seize the 
weapon he needs in an armoury, or a housewife bring the spice 
she needs from her sture. Bread of flour is good; but there is 
bread sweet as honey, if we would eat it, in a good book; and 
the family must be poor indeed which once,in their lives, can- 
not, for such multipliable barley-loaves, pay their baker’s bill. 
We call ourselves @ rich nation, and we are filthy and foolish 
enough to thumb each other’s books out of circulating 
libraries!” * :
